one of the difflcujUtefe of butter-makers Is 
to tie ter nil ie the right length of time for, 
proper ripening, ilndeed, the greatest! 
difficulty which the butter-maker has to 
meet is In obtaining a uniform product. 
Proceeding according to rules which his 
experience has taught him, be can usu- 
ally obtain a good product; but even tbe 
best butter-makers will sometimes fail 
from ca uses not explained. 


Now, 
while the trouble is of course not 
entirely due to d ffleultles In the ripening, 
there is no quest on that this Is one of the 
prominent sources of dlfflcul y. The bnt- 
Cer-maker can have no certainty that his 
cream \» supplied with the f roper species 
of bacteria to produce the proper aroma, 
and can never be sura as to the result of 
the ripening. If he could be furnished 
with a ferment for the purpose, as the. 
brewer Is furnished with yeast, one of his

Is in this direction that experiments are 
being directed tofday. The bacteriologists 
have oft'ered the'butter-maker In Europe 
even now a ferrr ent with which to ripen 
his cream, and l>y using fresh milk arc!

The matter ofj the production of the 
proper butter aroma as tbe result of the 
use of artificial ferments la ri tenlnic cream 
s at present too uncertain for definite 
conclusions. 
We m___i be confident that 
the flavor of the buttCTs largely depend- 
ant upon tbe decomposition products of 
tbe bacteria that grow In tli* cream, and 
we have positive evidence that some or- 
ganisms will procnce much better quality 
rf butter than others. We may hope that 
the further study of the decomposition 
products of different organisms and their 
relation to cream and batter will offer to 
the batter-maker the solnton of this 
-llffloult problem In the futtute.
